A PROGNOSILCATION. 

A correspondent, writing from the North 
« fortnight ago, says :-— 

‘I don't think this war will finish this 
year. My own impression ia that military 
operations are stopped for the winter, but 
that qnother naval fight is possible, though 
hardly probable. The Japs have attained 
thair first object in the conquest of Korea ; 
aud, if thoy could get a suitable indemnity 
from China, could now gease the war with 
considerable credit to themselves. Thoir 
second probable object, tho invasion of 
Obibli, has boon frustrated by tho naval 
battle of Yalu to snch an extent 
as to render it impossible 
for them tn attempt it this yoar. Io 
spite of what is said in the papers, their fleet 
‘was soversiy crippled. Au invoaion of 
Manchuria in the winter ia no luxury, and 
had they intended it—if we give them any 
credit for nous—they would have followed 
up their auccess ot Pingyang.—[We now 
know that the Jopanese fleot was not aevere- 
ly crippled a: the Yalu, certainly not for any 
Tength of time; and that the success at

Pingyang has been followed up, albeit eare- 
fully.—Ep.] 

Jt seama probable, therefore, that the 
Japs will stay fucther military oporations 
in the belief or hope that during the winter 
termsa—advantageous to themselvea—may 
bo come to, Tir se terms are certain to in- 
clude a large indemnity, and this Chino 
certainly will not pay just yot.

. THE 'GAELIC’ SEAROBED FOR 
CONTRABAND-OF- WAR, 

Towards dusk on Sunday evening (4th 
inst.) two Japanone torpedo-bpata steamed 
into harbour and took up positiena on exch 
uarter of the O. and } ateamer Gaelic, 
‘hey wera followed by twa boats coniain- 
ing Police and Customs officiate, which lay 
off on either boam of the big liner. Then 
a Government transport with a detachment 
of mariners in the bow steamed past and 
anchored astern. -These manifestations 
caused considerable . surprisa to Capt. 
Poarne and his offcera, which was heighten- 
ad when o boarding party ‘came up the 
gang way ond atkod pormiasion to search the 
-vessol for contraband of war. Gaptain 
Poarne eaid that he wasin the handa of the 
Authorities, and thoy gould do “just as 
they wished, but he protested against bis 
voasol boing subjected to s search. Every 
courtesy wag shown thoscarch party as they 
went through the ship, and equal courteay 
wat displayed by them. Nothing was ap- 
parontly found as nothing was ordered on 
deck. Next morning the officer in charge 
of the party proceeded en shore to the QO. 
and O, Agency, and some ‘parleying was 
going ov bdotween the British Consul, 
H.B.M,’s Minister at Tokyo, Mr B. 0. 
Howard, and the Authorities a8 we wont 
to press. .

THE SYDNEY AND GAELIC 
AFFAIRS. 
A KOBE PAPER ON THE ARRESTS, 
Available text-booka on Intecuational 
Law do not help ug at all to an underatand- 
ing of the apparently high-handed_ prossed- 
ings of the Japanese authorities in tegard 
to the French mail-steaner Syduey, her 
passengera, and her cargo 0D Monday. It 
will be most interesting, aven from a pure: 
ly scholastic standpoint, to hear the line of 
defence adopted. The expediency of the 


course of conduct chosen, all the pre- 
liminary suspicions being granted, can, wo 
think, be its only oxcuas, Expediency 
where matters of interuational moment are 
at iegue and whore a weaker nation offenda, 
we might say outrages, two stronger nations 
isa very weak ploa. If, as we suggest, all 
the allegations as yet made are tuken for 
granted wo atill do not believe that tho 
action dictated from headquarters and 
promptly executed here ia Kubo can bo 
justibed. ~The charges mada in the first 
place against the vessel may bo dismissed 
an 6 paltry subterfuge for gaining time. 
There was no serious pretence of examin. 
ing those parts of ber where, if any- 
where, contraband would be concealed. 
There was neither time mor oppor- 
tunity for transhipment from the Gaelic 
to the Syduey in Yokohama But it 
was hoped that a few hours would enable 
some means to be devised for arresting the 
thre inen wanted, dovoid of the semblance 
of force. The steamer was accordingly em- 
bargoed, the formal protest of her Captain 
being naturally waived aside. Tho Vice- 
Conaul’s efforts were «f a8 little avail. 
Hoars were speut in doing nothing really 
axeept await the discovery, that was never 
made, as tu how the three American citizens 
could be legally detained. Their etfccts 
were seized and their avery movement was 
guarded in the meantime, howover; the 
ubly notice takan of the objection. officially 
raised to the whole proceeding was that the 
seniries on tha steamer were instructed to 
leave thoir weapons with their cowrades on 
the Pier. But this was not for long. Or- 
ders came that the men were to be trken 
at all costs. The Oaptain refused to giro 
them up. The Japanese Oommanding 
officer marched an armed guard on board 
and mads prisouers of all three, without 
warrant, on French territory. Nu nation 
would have had tho right tu act so 5a nuien 
ander extra-territorial { urisdictional reatrio- 
tiong has lesa right thaw none, if we may so 
express ourselves. These men were taken 
by force from beneath the French flag ; 
aud there is no doubt that had the Amertoun 
Consul met them on the Pior and demauded 
their immediate delivery to his own custody 
they would have been held by force, They 
have been kept in elose custody by the 
Jupanese at a native hotel, where all ap- 
proach ‘o them is sternly forbiddev. Had 
all the treaties been revised and martial 
law proclaimed in Kobe the procedure 
could not have baen- more arbitrary. What 
is the charge agaiziet the prisoners? ‘There 
1s wo charge; there is at moat a badly 
supported case of suspicion. Thore is no 
need to review tho few. facts at present 
known. Tt may be laid down as certain 
that nothing contraband wus discovered ; 
nothing seriously compromising was found 
among their papers, except to an already 
prejudiced mind. . There has been nothing 
shawn against any one of the prisoners 
that, so far ag We-o50 find, comvea’ within 
any rule known to-ipternational jorispru- 
denea. Iv is as likely as not that the 
whole affaic ia ‘a mare's neat; it might 
even be an impudent bluff. But the con- 
Sequences either ‘way must. prove almost 
equally eerions unlosa .acd we do nat be. 
liye it, both France'nnd the Duited States 
are prepared tagllow dupan immunities that 
they would nover -sliew. ta” one ‘another, 
‘The priociple at stake is one that pongerns 
every nationality.

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"PRE SYDNEY ARRESTED. 
" ARER PRISONERS TAXEN. 


All day long yesterday (November 6) the 
excitement in consequence of the detention 
of the M..M. Sydney grow,fand sonatantly 
naw. rumors, both ag to causes and proba! 
ble offecte, gained ourronoy. As early at. 
five ‘o'clock :tho,,Custams§Authdeities hod 
applied to search the ship. for contraband ‘ 
she was tied to sail at sevon and this was 
rofysed, At 6.30 an armed naval guard 
appeared aud: its commander, repeated the 
domaud.. The Captain, the French “Vico- 
Conau'. who had bean called in the mean- 
time, and aftorwards the American Consul, 
when it waafound that American citizens 
wore abred at, ol protested in vain. An 
armed guard of Japanese blue-jackets was 
maintained on tha Pier; and unarmed 
aontries wero posted at various pointe of 
tho ship itself, during and after o protty 
thorough official inapection. Ynstruetions, 
it was stated, had been received from 
Yokohama for. theae steps to be 
taken in consequenca of — information 
that contraband of war bad been tran- 
ahipped for Shonghai from the Gnelic. 
But seomingly the inatructions at Brat sont 
did not carry the local anthorities very for, 
since tho wites betwoon Tokyo and Hiro- 
shima were almost continuously busy with 
messages. Tho porsowal effects of ‘three 
Amorican citizena were seized and their 
pergons put under arrest after formal pto- 
test again proved of none effect, Among 
their papers were fuund various letters and 
contracts. The whole proceeding is un- 
questionably a serious one. Pending fuller 
patticulara we must wasume that it was well 
justified; but so far as wo can asourtain 
nothing diseuvered on board gives any 
rounds for theaction. Whether the inter. 
ferance with private papera and the arrest 
of American citizens can be upheld is an- 
other matter altegethor.

in a eeneo subordinate tu the latter in the 
development of an invention, to do with 
explosives, that he had offered to the Chi- 
nese Legation in Washington after a curt re- 
fuani to treat was recaived from Japan. The 
three of them were searched, no incriminat 
ing evidence resulted beyond the written 
offer to acl] a eoctet that woull prove im- 
monselp serviceable to any belligerent 
Power. The inventor is understand to 
have his secret safely lodged in his 
memory ; the possession of imputed ideas 
that may or may not prove practicable is 
hardly sufficient axcuse for hulding a man 
prisoner: He is said to have laughingly 
stated that be feared his fellow~pas- 
songers' resentment for tha delay more 
than he did the prasible action of the 
Japanese. But at eleven o’clock laat night 
he must have felt the matter more serious; 
an armed guard then tovk possession of 
him and hia two companiona, and in the 
face of every passive objectiou possible 
removed them and their baggage to the 
shure, At midnight the embargo on the 
sleamer was wilhdrawn and ane left fur 
Nagusaki. The general expectation is that 
the French Government will be heard from 
in the matter: and the Wastington autbor- 
itfes are not likely to pass the interforence 
with American citizena unnoticed. 

Tho atery cirenlated this morning was 
that the Sydney had been ordered to Sasebo 
for thorough examination in consequence 
of the discovery of soma ¢ mpromising 
packagea entered ag hardware. This is 
entirely orroneous. It ie staled thut the 
naval officer in charge of the guard has 
telegraphed particulars forward, and that a 
ew search will be made in the southern 
port. Woe are now informed that a fourth 
member of the suapectod party has not 
been identified, and that it ia considered 
of the utmost importance this should be 
done. But we have good authority for

raturoe. As regards [ud.a and tha Calo- 
nies a note states that interchange with 
the United Kingdom is excluded. Of course 
if it were included it would bo reckoned 
twice over; bat for purpcags of gompariaon 
it ought so to be reckoned, since the tex 
lurna relating tv other countries include 
the trade with the United Kingdum, which 
haa already been included in tho trade of 
the United Kingdom.’ 

The correspondent thinks that 1,662, 
00,0007, is approximately the figure 
which ought to appear in the Admiralty 
return, if the murilime interesia of the 
Brit.sh Empire ure to be computed on the 
sumo basie aa that on which the maritime 
interests of other Puwers are computed 
in the same return, But the basis is 
itseli largely defective, if the figures are 
to boytaken as the trae meaeure of the 
marititae interests involved.

Burthermure, at a woderate 
eslimata, can (he annual value of securities 
and other marketable documents carried to 
and fro in British’ shipa ond owned by 
British subjects in tranait be put at less 
than 250,000,000L P Adding those sums to 
the tutdl already obtained, we find that the 
gross value of British maritime interes's 
amounts to 2,029,000,000/., which is con- 
siderably moro than double the ariount 
given in the Adwiralty return, The 
corrections to be applied in reapect of those 
two lust enumerated items of yalue in the 
figures relating to the other Powera era 
comparatively ieignificant in tho cage of 
any individual Power, though they would 
make a large difference in the aggregate 
—the. true comparison being not be- 
tween the maritime interesta of the British 
Empire and those of any other single 
Power, but between the maritime interests 
of the British Empiro and these of all tho 
regt of the world, and eyen in that com-
